Medical Development.

the George David Stewart Endow- 
ment for Surgery, was made yester- | 
day to New York University through 
its Centennial Fund, by George F-. | 
Baker, 89-year-old financier and phi- 
lanthropist, in honor of his close} 


George David Stewart of New York 
University and Bellevue Medical Col- | 
lege. 

Dr. Stewart, who is one of the fore- 
most surgeons in America, is profes- 


He is a 
former head of the American College | 
of Surgeons and is serving his third 
term as president of the New York | 


Mr. Baker's gift will be used to pro- 
mote the teaching of surgery at New 
York University. According to Chan- | 
cellor Brown, the opportunities to be 
realized by Mr. Baker's gift repre- 
sent one of the first steps in an ex- 
tensive plan of development of the 
university's college of medicine and 
dentistry. The university proposes, | 
Chancellor Brown said, to consolidate 
and enlarge its scientific and educa- | 
ional resources, and, in cooperation 
with Bellevue Hospital, to establish | 
in this city a great public health 
centre. 


$15,000,000 to Be Sought. 


Upward of $15,000,000 will be 
‘sought for this purpose, he ex- 
plained, with the following objec- 
tives: 

A laboratories building presided 
over by Dr. William H. Park, 


whose scientific discoveries have 
done so much for the welfare of 
humanity. In this building will 
be found the activities of the Har- 
riman Fund, whi¢h have recently 
been allied with New York Uni- 
versity; the manifold activities of 
Dr. ark himself, which at the 
present time are concerned mainly 
with the various aspects of pneu- 
monia; researches into hay fever, 
asthma and other diseases of the 
allergic group; special studies of 
heart disease and rheumatic fever; 
in a word, researches into some of 
the most prevalent and difficult of 
diseases. In addition, this building 
will provide the necessary labora- 
tory facilities for research in vari- 
ous fields, physiology, pharma- 
cology, histology, etc., as well as 
for undergraduate instruction. 

A new building for administra- 
tion offices and for lecture halis. 

A private pavilion where mem- 
bers of the faculty of the medical 
school or other distinguished physi- 
cians and surgeons may care for 
their private patients. 

A building for the dental college 
which, near by Bellevue, can work 
in conjunction both with this 
great city hospital and with the 
university’s medical college.

surgeons in all parts of this country.

by Valentine Mott, one of the 
founders of the University and of its

Evacaation of Rhineland Is Now 


Chief Topic—Decision on 
Marks Pleases Belgians. 





BERLIN, June 5 (#).—The Paris 
settlement of the reparations ques- 
tion has been greeted with relief in 
official and unofficial circles in Ber- 
lin. 

Although the expected settlement 
of the Belgian marks claim is her- 
alded in advance by the Nationalists 
aS a raising of the annuities, this 
attitude is generally counteracted, 
especially among the government 
parties, by the feeling that the Ger- 
mans really won a noteworthy point 
when the Belgian delegates accepted 
the proposal for separate negotia- 
tions on this question. 

The Allgemeine Zeitung says: 

‘Even if the Young plan’s coming 
into force is made dependent upon 
the Belgian settlement, at least it 
was recognized that the latter was 
outside the sphere of the Paris ex- 
perts.”’ 

The question of the evacuation of 
the Rhineland now takes first im- 
portance for the Germans and it is 


predicted that ‘‘the French and Ger- 
man Foreign Ministers will discuss 
this question at Madrid, where the 
Council of the League of Nations is 
to meet. 

BRUSSELS, June 5 (4).—General 
satisfaction was expressed in the 
Belgian press and official quarters 
today at the decision reached in 
Paris to negotiate separately on the 
German marks question, which, until 
now, has been the main obstacle to 
the resumption of friendly relations 
with Germany. 

It is believed that it also will result

Roosevelt and Senator Knight Dis- 
cuss $50,000,000 Bond Issue. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, June 5.—At the con- 
clusion of a conference between 
Governor Roosevelt and Senator: 


John Knight this afternoon, during 
which the overcrowded condition of 
the State hospitals for the insane 
was discussed, Governor Roosevelt 
said: 

‘‘We talked over the hospital situa- 
tion, but nothing was decided. I am 
studying the latest estimates of the 


State's revenue for the next fiscal 
year. Until I have made a carefu! 
investigation I will have no an- 
nouncement to make."’ 

Senator Knight informed the Gov 
ernor that he saw no necessity for 
calling an extraordinary session of 
the Legislature to act on a hospita! 
bond issue of $50,000,000. He pointed 
out that the State's revenue for the 
next fiscal year will be far beyond 
the original estimate, probably sev- 
eral millions. 

Governor Roosevelt indicated some 
time ago that he might call the 
Legislature into special session the 
latter part of July to act on the hos- 
pital bond issue.

GLASS’S 6% TAX PLAN 
STIRS WALL STREET 


Would End Speculation and 
Close Many Brokerage Houses, 
Stock Dealers Say. 





ACTUAL MEANING DEBATED 





Senator's Proposal to Eliminate 
Short Loans on

Senator Carter Glass's announce- 
ment that he intended to introduce 
an amendment to the tariff bill to 
impose a 5 per cent tax on transfers 
of stock held less than sixty days 
was discussed with amazement in 
Wall Street yesterday. Stock bro- 
kers were unanimous in expressing 
the belief that such a measure, if 
enacted, would wipe out speculation 
in stocks and would put brokerage 
houses out of business by the whole- 
sale. They were equally certain, how- 
ever, that it would never become a 
law. 

In banking circles yesterday it was 
asserted that the Senator's threat to 
urge a repeal of that part of the 
Federal Reserve act which permits 
fifteen-day government 
bonds by member banks would raise 
havoc with the market for govern- 
ment securities. Under such a plan,

it was said, the government's securé 
ties would necessarily have to be 
presented with a thousand other dif- 
ferent pieces of paper to the Reserve 
bank forloan. Thus the government's 
securities would be eligible for the 
‘frozen loan’’ status. 

No expression of opinion was forth 
coming from the New York Stock 
Exchange on the threat to seek legis- 
lation for a tax on stock transfers, 
but the brokerage fraternity would 
look to the Exchange to stand, be- 
tween it and increased taxation on 
stock transactions, as it has done in 
the past, if the proposed amendment 
is offered.

Durant Sends Message.

John David, in Prophecy Pat in 
Cornerstone, Says Shorts Will 
Replace Trousers. 


Men and women journeying by air 
100 years hence will wear flying suits 
imitating the brilliance of colored 
birds, the golfer in the year 2029 will 
wear something resembling a union 
suit that will not pull or bunch and 
will be impervious to chill, rain and 
burning sun, and the business man 
will provide in his spacious office 
room for wardrobe, shower and bath. 
This glimpse into the future is part 
of a written prophecy placed yester- 
day by John David in the corner- 
stone of his new building at Broad- 
way, Thirty-second Street and Sixth 
Avenue.

Stimson Asks Chinese Permit

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Fossils 
and archaeological treasures in

He said he believed that if the edu- 
cational stan dard | now eee to en- 
listed men be came still more exact- 
ing, it would be nec sossary to have a 
full-fledged professor attached to 
each company. 

“The old imperial army was a 
wonderful instrument of war despite 
certain weaknesses,’’ he said. ‘‘The 
Jatter aaetes many of its virtues 
from livir in our memories, but 
some of the excellent qualiti es of the 
old army unfortunately are not yet 


reflected in the Reichswehr.”’ 

He declared he believed that a high 
level of educat ion and culture was 
indispensable to the present day of- 
ficer, especi all from the scientific 
viewpoint, and th at post-war demands 
in this respe were consider ably | 


more elaborate ahem those of pre-war 
days. He was determined, he said, 
to constitute the Reichswehr a po- 
litically nonpartisan instrument of 
the State and a servant of the re- 
public, and to this end was conduct- 
ing a campaign of political educa- 
tion among its officers which pri- 
marily aimed to promote harmoni- 
ous understanding with the civilian 
populace. 

By way of retrenchment, the Min- 
ister told the committee, he had de- 
cided to omit the annual manoeuvres 
this year, although he considered 
thei 2 vital part of the Reichswher’s 
traimag. 

“We have reached the turning point 
in ‘the science of war,’’ h@® said. 
“Whither the new road leads we 
know not, but if we cling to old 
methods we may forfeit our contact 
with the future.’’ 

The future development of armies, 
he believed, would result in the abo- 
lition of the individual infantry, cav- 
alry and artillery officer, all of 
whom would be replaced by a single 
highly specialized officer. 

Discussing the composition of the! 
Reichswehr, General Groener stated 
that 40 per cent had been recruited 
from men employed in industries, 23 
per cent from agriculture, 11 per 
cent from commerce and trade and} 
10 per cent from the professions. |

President BBUTLER’S commence- 
ment address at Columbia was 
marked by the directness and cour- 
age in deayng with public affairs to 
which he has accustomed us. His is 
one of the voices that utter words 
which no one can suspect of self- 


reserved 


hand upon the spot and say: “ Thou 
silest here, and here.” The particu- 
lar tendency which he deprecates in 
our national attitude just now is that 
of looking only to local and immedi- 
ate advantages, without considering 
the larger and longer interests which 
unite us in a common concern with 
the whole world. Dr. BUTLER 1s 
especially repelled by the spirit of 
unblinking greed which leads so 
many Americans to rush to Wash- 
ington to secure personal gain 
through tariff laws. To them, he 
declares, the international questions 
which are all the while becoming 
greater and more urgent mean 
nothing whatever. They give not 
a single thought to “the economic 
“and financial rebuilding of a war- 
“ proken “world.” They fancy that 
they are exemplifying a spirit of 
pure and worthy nationalism, but do 
not see how in the act they are dis- 
crediting and harming the very na- 
tion which they profess to cherish 
and serve. 

These remarks are peculiarly ap- 
posite, coming as they do just after 
the great achievement at Paris. 
There some of our best American 
minds have been working for their 
country with the highest possible 
motives, and with a true grasp of 
the value of international relation- 
ships to the United States today. 
The final settlement, arrived at after 
four months of indefatigable labor 
and unconquerable hope, will un- 
doubtedly be of great benefit to this 
nation, while at the same time it 
contributes enormously to the sta- 
bility and happier outlook of all 
Europe. In this splendid result we 
gee nationalism lifted out of its self- 
ish lirgitations and made a blessing 
not only to the citizens of this nation 
but to those of other lands. It isa 
fine illustration of the truth that he 
who makes his country the world 
serves it best. 

This is because today the interests 
of any one country are tied up in 
one great bundle with those of the 
entire earth. So when Mr. OWEN 
YouNG and his associates return 
home with this magnificent gift in 
their hands, they ought to be wel- 
comed as men who are at once 
sturdy Americans, devoted patriots 
and, above all, large-minded citizens 
of the world. In them national spirit

FEDERAL RESERVE POLICIES. 


As it watches the later phases of 
the so-called “struggle between the 
“stock market and the Federal Re- 
“serve,” the public may be par- 
doned for perplexity. Not long ago 
the Reserve Board was being pub- 
licly attacked, in the House of Rep- 
resentatives and elsewhere, “ for in- 
terfering” with a Stock Exchange 
speculation which, its apologists de- 
clared, was normal, unavoidable and 
in any case none of the Reserve 
Board's business. Tuesday’s discus- 
sion in the Senate assumed as a 
matter of common agreement that 
the wild speculation in stocks has 
created a state of things so demor- 


| alizing to credit stability in general, 
and so menacing to business welfare 

in particular, that the Federal Re- 
| serve was bound to intervene. 

Even so, one of the Senators who 
|accepted this view of the situation 
| denounced the Reserve Board for

ISLANDS FOR PARKS. 

Publication of the Regional Plan 
survey, coinciding with the latest 
reports on the unsatisfactory condi- 
tions of the inmates on Welfare 
and Ward's Islands, has revived the 
suggestion that these islands be 
turned into parks. They are acces- 
sible to crowded metropolitan dis- 
tricts. They already belong to the 
city. The prisons and hospitals now 
on them are so antiquated that they 
will have to be rebuilt, which can 
as well be done elsewhere. Further- 
more, the absence of traffic makes 
the islands peculiarly suitable for 
park uses. 

This project has had the support 
of civic welfare organizations and 
of prominent citizens. But the city 
has hesitated, due chiefly to the 
expense involved in moving the 
present institutions and in creating 
the necessary park facilities. The 
chief hope for action lies in driving 
home the two needs—for the imme- 
diate improvement of the conditions 
of those now on the islands and for 
the creation of more park space on 
the edge of one of the most con- 
gested residential districts in the 
world. The Regional Plan has pointed 
out that it would be possible to take 
one of the islands (Ward's, for ex- 
ample) and make it into a place for 
quiet recreation, limiting the num- 
ber of visitors at any one hour, as 
is done at the Margaret Island Park 
in the Danube at Budapest. An- 
other island, such as Randall’s, could 
be turned into an amusement park, 
and the third (Welfare, or, prefer- 
ably, Blackwell's, as it used to be 
called) could be devoted primarily | 
to athletic and play grounds.

The Noise the misfortune to live 
of near an air station can 
Airplanes. appreciate the relief 


of the residents of the 
Rockaways at the removal of the 
naval aviation station at Rockaway 
Beach.

Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, Presi- 
dent of Columbia University and of 
the Carnegie Endowment for Inter. 
national Peace, sailed last night on 
the Berengaria for Europe, where 
he will spend the rest of June and 
the month of July. He wag accom- 
panied by Mrs. Butler and Miss 
Sarah Schuyler Butler, their daugh- 
ter. Upon their return they will pass 
the remainder of the Summer at 
Southampton. 

“This is my usual journey,” Dr, 
Butler said last night, ‘‘made an- 
nually, when possible, in behalf of 
the Carnegie Endowment. I shall 
meet and confer with our associates 
and representatives in different : 
parts of Europe, particularly with 
the members of the administrative 
committee for Europe, which has 
headquarters in Paris.’’ 

Dr. Butler also will visit Geneva 
and The Hague, he said, to review 
the recent work of the League of 
Nations and of the Permanent Court 
of International Justice. 

“The activities of the Endow- 
ment now extend to every part of 
the world and to almost every coun- 
try,”” Dr. Butler declared. ‘These 
activities are mainly twofold: First 

they have to do with the multipiica- 
tion of international contacts and 
understandings and the building up 
of what we have called the Interna-

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FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Prices of Both Stocks and 
Wheat Decline—Call Money 
7 Per Cent. 





The course of yesterday’s markets 
showed that, for the moment at any 
rate, recovery from last week's low 
prices had spent its force. In both 
stocks and grain, the day's move- 
ment was in the line of moderate 
downward readjustment. Such ac- 
tion of prices was as natural after 
the rapid advance of the preceding 
two days as was that advance it- 
self, following the prolonged decline. 
In both markets, the past three days 
have been devoted mostly to specula- 
tive readjustment and, with cessa- 
tion of the urgent purclgases requi- 
site to close out previous professional 
operations for the decline, each mar- 
ket received less support yesterday, 
and in each some selling occurred 
for account of recent speculative 
buyers for a turn. 

This was sufficient to explain the 
day's decline of 2 to 5 points in nu- 
merous active shares and of some- 
thing like 3 cents a bushel in wheat. 
But markets are seldom content with 
expianaticns based on general prin- 
ciples. The Stock Exchange there- 
fore emphasized the debate in the 
United States Senate on restriction 
of speculation and the grain market 
drew attention, first to the fact that 
European prices had not matched 
the Chicago market's rise of the last 
two days and, next, to the obscurity 
which appeared to surround even the 
new proposals of farm relief. Pos- 
sibly, if the same news had arrived 
when prices were advancing, stress 
would have been laid on Senatorial 
criticism applied to various incidents 
of Federal Reserve policy, and on 
the talk in Congress of an ‘‘immedi- 
ately available farm-relief fund’’ of 
$500,000,000. But yesterday's news 
had to be interpreted in the light of 
declining markets. 

The Senate discussion certainly of- 
fered little aid or comfort to ideas of 
reviving the wild speculation of three 
months ago. It served rather to illus- 
trate, as had been done already by 
the altered point of view in Wall 
Street, the extent to which the fog 
of financial misstatement and un- 
sound economic reasoning has lifted. 
In so far as sentiment had been 
cheered up by indignant public argu- 
ments that a speculative mania does 
not create high money, that brokers’ 
borrowings rise and fall in response 
to new issues of securities, and that 
speculative use of credit is no busi- 
ness of the Federal Reserve, current 
developments may be disheartening. 
But Wall Street has exceptional fa- 
cility in adapting itself to the actual 
situation, when it awakes from one 
of its dreams. 

Little can be said with confidence 
of the wheat-market situation, ex- 
cept that a burdensome surplus can- 
not easily be exported unless prices 
keep to the competitive export level, 
but, on the other hand, that the 
vicissitudes of the season’s growing 
weather are still to be determined. 
It will not be wise to rely unquali- 
fiedly on Congressional action. At 
the moment, Congressmen are in the 
same consternation as prevailed on 
the Board of Trade last Friday, and 
are grasping at straws as the wheat 
market grasped at them on Monday; 
one Senator’s demand that $100,000,- 
000 worth of wheat be sent at once 
to Central China was an instance of 
the way in which excited minds are 
working. Introduction of an effec- 
tive process of relief in a world-wide 
problem such as now exists may be 
attainable, but its discovery will be 
slow, it can hardly reconstruct an 
economic situation.

After extending its recovery slight- 
ly in the early trading yesterday, the 
stock market met rather heavy sell- 
ing in the afternoon, with the result 
that gains in many instances, were 
greatly reduced, and in others, com- 
pletely canceled.

Senator's Glass’s Tax Plan. 


Judging by the comments that were 
Heard, Wall Street was confused and 
greatly concerned yesterday over the 
plan of Senator Glass to impose a 
Federal tax on speculative operations 
in the stock market. The remark 
Was general that it was not clear 
just what the Senator had in mind. 
Brokers and traders pointed out that 
he might have meant that he wished 
to see a 5 per cent tax imposed on 
all stock transfers where the securi- 
ties were held for a shorter time 
than 60 days; on the other hand, 
that he possibly meant that all sales 
should be taxed. The stock market 


community draws a definite distinc- 
tion between sales and transfers 
tax on sales, it was argued, would hit 
directly the speculative operator who 
gets in and out of the market as 
rapidly as he can do so while still 
making a profit. To tax stock trans- 
actions on the basis of the actual 
transfer would not, it was pointed 
out, affect the speculator to any con- 
siderable extent, but it would strike 
at the investor who buys his stock, 
pays for it outright and has it put in 
his own name in the 
transfer office.

Bond Market Grows Firmer. 


The bond market was distinctly 
stronger yesterday. The selected 
averages reached the highest figure 
since May 25 and were nearly one- 
half point above last Friday. All 
United States government bonds ad- 
vanced. Some of the influences at 
work both on the market and for 
government bonds and on the Treas- 
ury financing were shown by yester- 
day’s Washington report on the pub- 
lic debt outstanding at the end of 


May. The figures show that during 
last month the government's in- 
terest-bearing obligations were re- 


duced only $25,489.000, whereas in 
May, 1928, the reduction was $82.- 
906,000. Since Jan. 1 the reduction 
has been $105,103,000, compared with 
$221,226,000 in the same five months 
of last year. The smaller purchases 
by the Treasury have, however, been 
offset to a very cortsiderable extent

An Industrial High Record. | 


Wall Street men who were watch- 
ing closely the trade situation—such 
people are more numerous in Wall 
Street than they have been during a 
very long period—laid stress on the 
report published yesterday of the 
country’s iron production in May.

gTRAUS FIGHTS PROPOSAL 





Objects Also to the Regional Plan 
Suggestion That Parks Be 


Used for Aviation Fields. 





Following an opinion by Corpora- 
tion Counsel Arthur J. W. Hilly and 
a strong protest made by former 
state Senator Nathan Straus Jr. as 
a champion of park preservation, the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund 
yesterday refused to recommend an 
appropriation to recondition eat 
Riis Park, at Rockaway Point, as an 
air station and training school for 
the use of the New York State Nava! 
Militia. 

Mr. Straus, speaking as the presi- 
dent of the Park Association of New 
York, expressed h 1is antagonism to a 
recommendation in the recent Re- 


ennrt that “ 


gional Plan repo hat city parks 
should be available for aviation land- 


ing fields. 

Proponents of park protection want 
the Naval Militia to vacate the park. 
The authorities of the State Naval 
Militia, on the other hand, argue 
that they are occupying only one 
third of Jacob Riis Park, in the part 
unadapted to bat hing purposes. They 
not only decline to abandon the con- 
cession now enjoy ed, but are seeking, 
an appropriation of $250,000 to re- 
condition the station and declare 
that it would cost $750,000 to dupli- 
cate the plant elsewhere. 

During the war the landing station 
was utilized by the United States 
naval air forces. When it was aban- 
doned by the Federal service it was 
taken over by the State Naval Mili- 
tia. In the opinion rendered at the 
request of the Sinking Fund Com- 
missioners Mr. Hilly held that the 
permit gra nted by the city to the 
United States Navy was not legally 
transferabl e to the State Naval Mili- 
tia. 

“City parks have been threatened 
from many sides,’’ said Mr. Straus, 
“but now they are menaced from 
the air. The Park Association is 
urging the eviction of the naval 
station from Jacob Riis Park in 
view of the recommendations made 
in the recent report by an authorita- 
tive and able official body that city 
parks be used for naval landing 
* fields. 

“In view of this recommendation, 
which threatens city parks from the 
air, we feel that it would be a bad 
recedent for the station to be al- 
owed to continue in Jacob Riis 
Park. We are opposed to city parks 
being used as landing fields.’’ 

The Sinking oe Commission took 
no action, deferring it to the first 
Fall meeting on ‘Sept. 25. In the 
meantime, engineers of the Finance 
Department were directed to investi- 
gate and make a report 

Captain Lyons, acting Commandant 
of the Brooklyn Navy Yard, advised 
the commissioners that the State 
Naval Militia station was a training 
school for the militia and not a fly- 
ing field. He said there was a Fed- 
eral flying instructor there with 
planes, but because of the bad con- 
dition of the runway the flying 
school had been iomderertly trans-
